romiiuls me of an instance, net, ir.dcml ol 
sleep-walltiiii; but ol' lalkiiifi; in slt:i'|), wiiirh 
occuired vvittuii a few iiiile.s ol wliere I 
resided tiot long ago. 

A respectable old ^^entleman, ol llic 
■name of V — , who, though a layman, lunl 
*pent the greater part of his life in proclaim- 
ing tlio Gospello a perishing world, aial 
whose oliarai-'.er for piety and fjood works 
was acknowledped by ali elassi!s nf l!ie 
conin'.unlly in whicli liR lived, — liad fallen 
into the habit of .siiiijiiii,' praises to God in 
llie dead hour of the night while he him- 
.self, as well as all around him, were wrapt 
in tliu most protounil slumber. He would 
.sit lip in bed, turn over the leaves of an 
itna^inery tivran-book, cut .tl:« ver>e, 

'jiti'li the t«ue, and ^'o through tho wliolc 
^ieee as accurately as if he wmo awake, 
and perfectly conaeious of what he was 
xioiriK. 

Toward the latter perioil of hi.^ life iie 
not only sai';4 liymns during the nocturnal 
exerciae.i, but would !,'o tbroiii/h entire 
setvice of the sanctuary, readin,; and sing- 
ing alternately, maJiing exiempnianeinis 
prayer, rendin;; a chapter in the|liiblu, snd 
«yen selecting a text, and preaeihing a ser- 
mon therefrom, in the most connected and 
iiiipre.-i.sivo manner, referiin^ to corre-po.id • 
iiig portions of the Seiiplun, v.iili ;!n 
accuracy truly astonishing to . all wim wii- 
ni;.s.<ed it. His daughter and Hon-:!;-lii\v, 
now residing not many hours' lide iriiin 
this city, persons of inlelJiguncu ai.id un- 
.doubted veracity, have asmired the writer ol 
this article, that they often stood by the 
be.side of their veiiera--;! parent, and fol lowed 
hini ill his reference lu .Sciipuire texts and 
(•inilerit.s. aiiil never ki.ew him to iail in 
in.ikmg a quotiUiorj. 

I'liere was one ocea.'-don in partieiiiar, 
ill which they undertook to sit uji all iiii;lil, 
and watch him in tho.so e.'clraurdiiiHiy i.'x ji- 
cises, in order to satisfy tlieir cniiosity as 
to how he acted, - well befor« as after the 
sin;^iilar performance. It proved to be one 
of the most complete exhibitions of the 
phenomenon that they evei witnessed in 
Iiira ; and such was the awe and solemnity, 
the almost supernatural aspect of the whoie 
proceeding, that they were j)ainfully aliect- 
odbyilior some time alter.

- pit-cu.xhion, nettled his imaginary book be- 
fore him, turned down the leaves for the 
appointed lesson, and so on, aud then when 
all was in due order, and in strict accor- 
dance with his usual hjnn and practice 
when actually in the pulpnt, lie commenced 
tho service by giving out the hym, naming 
tho identical page oa which it was to be 
found, and sang it;tbroagb without a Haw or 
falter. He next proceeded with the piayer, 
■which was one of tho most powurfnl they 
liad over heard him riiiiko. 'rhu confi.'fision 
01.51113 — the intercession — tlie thanksgiving 
—the supplication in belialf of tiiniiers of 
hia own and every other congregation then 

- assembled, hiirprissi! J anything they had 
ever heard. During the Sprayer the old 

' than wept lieely, using a handkerchief for 
his tears, which his daughter had quietly 
placed beside him. 

Next came tho sermon. The te.vt was 
i^tfiken from one of the four Gospals — tho 
'■writer forgets which — but it vras on e.vperi- 
mental religion. And such a discourse ! 
The old man's lip.j seemed touched with 
living fire, while he disclosed 'ho workings 
of the human heart, and shewed the opera- 
tions of the Holy spirit on the inner man. 
It was a season 01 heart-searching and solf- 
flondemnation even to the worthy and vir- 



tuous pair who formed tlie only congegra- 
tioii on that solemn night — a cold, startling 
Winter's night, by the way, with no sound 
stiring,. save an ocriasional flap of the 
shnftersby the passing wind. 

The sermon concluiled, there was then a 
hymn, and iiiialiya beuedicdon, ))ionounced 
with outstretched arms, and with all |he 
fervor of a fond parent over his departing 
children. The old man, as if conscious of 
having discharged his duty, turned^, around 
and resumed hrs rest. On thsvtpprrow not 
a trace of the event was left on his memory. 

On another occasion, such was his vehe- 
mence ill prayer, that, fearing the ruplnro 
of a blood-vessel, his friends awoke him, 
but the interruption adecled him so much 
that he became alarinirigly ill for some 
days, and on his learning the probable cause 
of his sickness, he implored them never to 
awaken him again iintler such circumstan- 
ces, that his e.\periences both of mind and 
body had been indescribably painful ever 
since. 

These phenomena occurred steadily, to 
the close of his li.'^, which was prolonged 
to the advanced period of over fourscore 
years.— Ff'afcfcman and Rtfiector.

Xevertholess, you 
are told by thonulitlul men that tiie Emper- 
or lately told 1.(HiI (Jowley that the desti- 
nies of Franco were in his (the F.mperor's, 
not Lord Cowley's) hands; he alone was 
able to control them. Lord Cowley must 
be aware that the national animosities are 
not e.xtinct, and with what ardor the French 
troops wonid rr.sh to the invasion of Kna;- 
land, ami how willingly the lioiiri^ioisic 
wo J Id pay the expense of such a war. Lord 
Cow ley must be aware of this state ot 
things ; it could not have escaped the obser- 
vation of so sagacious a statesman ; he must 
have communieated it to his Government; 
and yet, with thfl knowledge of these cnm- 
bu-tioii! facts ii; their possef-sion. the Krn- 
pcror v.-as pained and astonnded to src the 
Hritish Governiuent systematically tawari- 
ing hira in his project* and measures, fhi 
ieavinir the Imperial presence Lord Cowley 
i< said to have indicted a dispatcli, to liie 
eliec; tiiatlie iiad liillierlo been JU^■^lv rank- 
ed annul •.lie cp'.iinists— he had hillierto 
coiiiiscleil his colleau'^e> to reject tin; idle 
minors of the journals relativi; io ih,; I'-m- 
pi!ror's hoslile intents — but that ho v.-,.iil I 
now cDuiisel Covernmeiit not to ie]as. in its 
prep.iraiifiris. There are many of these ru- 
:nois ahvavs current in I'aii-'. but the ri'|in;t 
ol this clandestine con vc r.v: ! iini is wpcaled 
I in Cjuarteis wliere cnmDii- tail ginierally lu 
I tlnd admission, and must, therefore, be duly 
weiched. Nevertlieless. Lord Cowley's 
I laiii^iiage in society lias undergone no 
change ; they who have the pleasure of 
cuiiversing with him assert that he affects 
as boundless confidence as ever in tlie Im- 
perial frieiiiliy intentions.

The Splendor of Damascus. 

Damascus is tho oldest citv in tho world. 
'I'yro and Sydoii havo crumbled on the 
shore. Raalbec is a ruin ; Pulmyra is buried 
in the sands of the desert ; fS'in;!veli |and 
Babylon have disappeared from the Tigris 
and Euphrates. Damascus remains what 
it was before the days of Abraham — a cen- 
tre ol trade and travel — an island of verdure 
in a desert — a predestined capital, with 
martial and sacred associations extending 
through more than thirty centuries. It was 
near l)amasDus that Saul of Tarsus saw tho 
light from heaven above tho brightness of 
;lie sun. The street, which is calliid Staait, 
in which it was said "he prayeth," still 
runs through the city. The caravan comes 
and goes as it did a thousand years ago; 
there are still the sheik, the ass and the 
water-wheel ; the merchant of the Euphra- 
tes and of the Mediteranoan still occbpy 
these with the multitude of their ware.''. 
The city which Mohainet surveyed from 
a neighboring height, and was afraid to enter, 
because it is given to have but one Paradise, 
and for his part he was resolved not to have 
it in this world, is to this day, what Julian 
called " the eye of the East," as it was in 
the time of Isaiah, "the head of Syria." 
From Da[na"...is came the damson, our 
blue plum, and the delicious apricot of 
Portugal, called damasco. Damask, our 
beautiful fabric of cotton and sWk, with 
vines and flowers raised upon a smooth 
bright ground; the damasK rose, introduced 
into England in the tiiiiL- of Henry VIII. ; 
the dftinascus blade, so famous the world 
over lor its keen edgo and wonderful elas- 
ticity, the secret of whose mruiufacturfi was 
lost when Tamerlane carried oil' tee aits 
into Persia, and that beaiitifnl art of in lay iii^i 
wood and steel with silver and gold, a kirnl 
of Mosaic, engraving ami sculpture uniteil, 
called damaskeening with which boxes 
and bureaus, and swords and guns are orna- 
mented. It is still a city of flowers and 
bright waters — the streams from Lebanon, 
the river*; of Damascus, the rivers of gold 
s'.ill niciiniir and sparklo in the wilderness 
of " Syrian gardone."

House of A5Fiembly. 

This august body bids I'liir lo do what 
h;i.s \t>'A<^ been u'aiileii — pul lhiiii,'s to rii,'ht8. 
Oil iho iTittion of Mr. CreHSu, yesterday, to 
elect a clerk in the place of the pre.«LMit 
cmnbt'iil, ihi! k^iieaker e.vpres.seil the .stroiig- 
e-,1 ili-apjiiiih.iiioi'.. an.i assured the Huiise 
ill lallier an nnpa, liaiiietilary nianiier i hut 
hu would U8B nil his influence to induce tliu 
Governor to teject tl e election. This uiiu- 
sua! course was replied. t5 by, tho mover of 
the motion with becoming firmne.'ss and dig- 
nity, — shou-iiiir cuiiclii:<i voly tlial th-' days 
Lf quiet .■iiibiiii^.-^ioii to tlie u ill of a (ew had 
fled fiom the Leiiislalive Hall, and that tlio 
Assembly had detdan'd itself indcpnuleiit. 
Ill Knylaiid, the Ciowii apiuiiiits the Clerk 
of llie House of Coiniiions dariii;; life and 
good beliaviiir. It is held that the same 
preio:,'alive exists here. However that may 
be, appoiritinij; to oliices for life i.s iiut i;ootl 
policy. It entails consequences in the shajje 
of pensions that it is the duty of leyislalors 
to avoid. We have po desire to conleroplate 
a superannuated list, nor be under the ne- 
cessity of pensioning officials in order to get 
; them out of the vvay to establish more 
i, progressive principles, Let pubiio servants 
■■ba paid for their services, and e.xpect noth- 
ing more; then they will deal prudently 
with what they get, — and not depend on 
their ilear coiiiilry and past faithful services 
to .supply the means th.ey have .spent in 
riotous living " I'ersons drawing salaries 
in private lite c.xpecl to live oil their income 
aiul save enough for a rainy day. And no 
other policy should be inaugurated here, 
prerogative or no prerogative. In other col- 
onies the legislatures elect the clerks and 
sergeant-at-arms, and we see no good reason 
why the same course should riot be adopted 
here. They do not venerate the divine 
right to govern, or what is next to it, office 
for life. There are vested rights and vested 
wrongs, and appointing a clerk to the As- 
sembly for life is one of the latter. Besides 
the principle ofi bringing all the employees 
of government under the control of the leg- 
islatiira is progressive. They are the repre- 
.sentatives of the pciipl.'— ami we huhl that 
the people siioukl be the iiia>lers. It wonhl 
be strange indeed if an .As,>eiiibly s'jould be 
compelled akiaiiiit its will to tolerate an Oiii- 
cer ihorough iy dislastel n I to llit-tn W'e have 
no idea isuch is the case in the present iii- 
Btanue. But if the principle attempted to 
be established here is enforced, it is possiblu. 
that such miiy occur And tiierelore no 
one imbued with tlie progressive piincipies 
of the age can do otherwise than concur 
with the I^ouse in urging the maintenance 
of the right to elect its own officers. 

The proposition of Major Foster to inquire 
into the right of certain British Co.umbiaii 
officials sitting and voting in the House, 
ouuht !o meet the appro' alien of tin: coun- 
try. It is perfectly alisiiid lo have men in 
the l.egislalnri! "ho pmpfily do not helium 
to the colony. The coinniivs are thcoreli- j 
cally distinct. One is a rejii e enlati ve t'liv- : 
eriiiueiit, the dtlicr a dc: puii^in. 'I'u liavi' ! 
tile auenls of a drspill-iii iillcul i im lo tlie j 
pailianienlary dnlles of ;i lu.-e pcuple, ur 
oliicials ol one colony dabbling in the allairs 
of another, is a principle that 'lannot be de- 
fended Nothing but the unrepiesented 
condition of Briti>h Colombia could have 
ever warranted the people of Victoria in in- 
termeddling with the mule-tax, except at 
their request. And yet we are expected to 
qnii lly submit to be taxed by. her absentee 
officials. The very idea of such intmven- 
tion,^ — such nn annmaly — would, in the east- 
ern provinces, bo treated as a burlesque on 
goveniintnil. Duiiiig the (deelioii, we iirginl 
tins miiltiT liver and over iigaiii, loul we are 
glad to lliiil the mailer now in .<.iic|i good 
haiid.s What is mure, w,' linpe the investi- 
gation will be exleuiled so as to iiicluiie all 
the absentee iiliicials. Why shmild we pro- 
viihi ollices lor a iieigliboriiig colony .' 
Why should the litigation of British Co- 
lumbia bu attended to in the chambers of 
an sbsentee judge? Is this not done in di- 
rect oonfliot with the jurisdiction of this colo- 
ny? It certainly is done to the detriment 
of our neighbor, and consequently to our 
detriment: and, therefore, the sooner the 
absentee nest is broken up the liettei. "iVliy, 
the very idea of appointing the Attorney- 
General of lirilisli Coliiiiihia to ollico in this 
colony, when we had a bar erpially well 
qnalilied to fiillil the dnlics, is an (.'iicioaeh- 
inent on our rights that stimild not be taiiu;- 
ly borne, let alone the fact of the thing hav- 
ing been done. Without a thorough revi- 
sion of our inler>oolonial relations, our adnira 



will be eternally in a jnrable, on^l .i'le intev- 
eats of, both colcu.iea will naturally, suffer. 

Another favorable omen*of a disposition 
to proceed in the right direction is the pro- 
mised bill for the Incorporation of Victoria. 
We were the first to urge it on public atten- 
tion, and shall bo tlio last to oppo30 it if 
its provisions be adapted to our wants. 
Hitherto, the little legislation that haa been 
done f()r Victoria has been attended to by 
tlie Assembly ; but Incorporation will re- 
lieve that body, in a gieat raea.suro, of a 
tnuitiplicity of small matters which can bo 
better attendeii to by a town council. There 
are many regulation.s necessary that can be 
more speedily reacheil by ordinance than 
by statute. And which, if they work disad- 
vnntageously can be as readily repealed. 
No costly or showy scheme with Mayor, 
Aldermen, or Common Council is needed 
No grand civic names and a cnmfaruii.s ma- 
chinery are wanted. 

A simple organization, with not mr^re than 
five tru.stees, is all that is ncpiired to make 
ordinances for the government and regula- 
tion of the town. More would be in the 
way ; less would be too small to ventilate 
matters, and too exclusive. As taxes are to 
be imposeil, the civic franchise should allow 
all British subjects, tax payers, to vote, a 
la.x receipt made the best registration of 
voter's act, and household and freehold suf- 
frage ignored. On financial matters, the 
greatest care should be observed in granting 
the right to incur a debt or impose taxes 
Both the percentage for taxes and the debt 
should be clearly limited in the vol of In- 
corporation. 'Without which, a large debt 
and insol veiic}' or onerous taxes may ,/e en- 
tailed as consequences. In addition lo ta.\es 
for the support of the general governineiit, 
as an incorporated body, we shall have to 
support wholly tlio civic goveininent. 
Hence, it is the more necessary to e.vckulo 
anything favoring an e.vpensive system, and 
to definitely limit the power of lho.se dressed 
in a " little firief iuitliority." 

Tub I.M)I.\ns. — There is not ihu least 
doubt but that if the evils we at luesent la- 
bor uiuler with regard to the Norllu^rii In- 
dian tribes are allowed to continue without 
some effort being soon made lo put an end 
lo them, we shall have some trouble ere 
long with our red friends. Savages are ac- 
corded privileges in this community which 
are denied to civilized whites. In broad 
noonday our streets are thronged with In- 
dians carrying knives, pistols and gun3,with 
a recklessness jierfei^tly terrifying. If a 
lonely traveler lu: met on the Ksquimalt 
roail, or anywhere in the vicinity of the 
Siwasli camp, he is at once pounced upon 
a.s legilimat,: prey, and an attempt (soiiie- 
times a successful one) made to rob him of 
his inniiey and his clothi\s. Xut satislied 
with attacking i-i » iliaii:^, ine red rascals liave 
begun to rescue jirisoners from llie I'liliee; 
and the time is not far distant wlicii the 
presence of an officer in the neightiorhood of 
their lodges will be a signal for a general 
turnout to drive him back into town. — 
The prime cause of all these troubles is 
undeniably whLsky ; but since the antho- 
rities cannot eradicate this evil and prev^'iit 
the sale of the article, would it not be .m 
Well to remove as far as pessihle. theo|ipi)r- 
tiiniti"s tor commiliirig ouliages. We have 
heard too iiiiieli alinut eilncaliiig lii.lian.'. 
Oni' iniuhl as v.ell try to turn the waters of 
the I'ra.iiM- lioiii their course, as to think of 
ri'lermiiig the iddc-r savai.'es. They ,iri; set 
in iheir w.ays ; attached lo their gipsy 
iniuh; and ways iif life ; ami would not 
(i.vchange their iuinible and ,'^caiily lodges 
for the splendor of a king's palace, if tiiey 
were compelled to live as wliiic lolks do. 
The youimer meiiibers of tliu tribes there iu 
some hope for, provided they are removed 
from the demoralizing effects of the scenes 
of rapine they daily witness. But our lives 
and our property should not be jeopardized 
for the sake of a whole village. We do not 
approve of slaughtering the poor crealuros, 
either ; but we ask for their inimediale dis- 
armament, or their lemoval beyond the lim- 
its (d white .setth.Tiic'nls ai once. iMtherthe 
law ill iheir case must be cairicd out faith- 
fully by our oliicials. or we shall have no 
end to outrages. The rescue of the prisoner 
on Saturday, if passed by unnoticed or nn- 
pnnished by Governor Douglas, will soon 
become an every-day occurrence. If the 
Indians must be kept near Victoria, take 
the nceans of wrong-doing out of their 
hands.

The Lower Praaer. 
The bars an the Lovver B'laser (we mean 
that portion of Ihe river from Fargo's Bar to 

the head of the Big Caiion — a distanco of 
about seventy-five miles) will be almost 
entirely deserted by the middle of April. 
The miners at present engaged in those 
diggings will mo.stly push abovo towards 
Quesnolle River, where it is reasonable to 
snjipose richer diggings than have yet been 
stiuck in british Columbia, e.Mi.-.l. liul tin; 
desertion of these bars will bo but tempo- 
rary. The moving of the miners from the 
lower mines to the upper oountry will open 
chances for ne^Vropmers, which we think 
they will pot be long in, .embracing. Al- 
though most of the ground on Hilt'a Bar has 
been worked' over once, and, in one or two 
instances, twice, there i.s still dirt left which 
will pay, on an average, about five dollars 
per day to the haiul, with sluices. All such 
claims will bo readily taken by persons 
from abroad, who may not have the means 
to proceed to the (iuesnelle diggings, or 
who may wish to wait until something relia- 
ble is received from above. 

Of the large amount of gold which has 
be-n extracted from the various nniiiiiig lo 
calitios on Fraser River, it is computed that 
at least one-liiird has came from Hill's IJar. 
I\lany claims on the upper end of the bar 
paid, for months, from $250 to S700 per 
week to the man. In the fall of 1858, when 
sluices were first introduced there, the •' rif- 
fles" were cleaned three times a week, and 
so heavy was the product of gold, that some 
of the companies purchased scales-such as 
are commonly med by grocers on their 
counters, and ilivided their dust by the 
pourul — gold scales being considered too 
tedious a methoil of weighing out such large 
(]uantilies of the precimis metal. 

Kmory'.s and Texas' liars were also very 
rich, but being much smaller than iiill's, of 
course acoommodated fewer men, and were 
soon worked out. 

Perhaps the richest deposit of gokl at 
present on tli(! Fraser, below Hostoil liar, is 
a'. Prince Albert's Flat, a short distance 
below Fort Vale, where, it is slated on very 
good authority, I weuiy-live '.hdlars per day 
t" the hand can be made. The lubor and 
expense of giUting to the gold is vt^ry Ltreat. 
but iiotwithsUinding claim.s are held at a 
vt^ry lii^li liguie. and the holder.s anlicipccte 
rich relurns tor their smnmer's work. W'e 
hope aiiil believe they will not be disap- 
pointed. 

Pike's and Sailor's Bars, in the Little 

Canoi;, nine miles above Yale, are veiy 
riclx mining li/cali;ies. All of these bars 
are hekl by oik; company, and have never 
failed to reniniieralu their owners hand- 
snmely for their lalior. When water can be 
obtained, which is supplied by melting 
snow Irom the mountain-tops, the sluices 
are run niglit and day. The average jiay is 
about twenty-live dollar.-; per day to the 
share. 

We allndoil a few days ago to McCroa's 
Bar Slini^h having been liraiiied by a cinn- 
pany of en'i.n prising miners, and paving 
SKi to S30 to the hand per diem. Our last 
advices from the river conlirm the report of 
its richness. This slougli will be worked 
uiiii 1 the river commences lo rise, when it 
will have lo be abandoned for high-water 

diggings. 

Mining in British Columbia is but in its 

inlaney; and we believe that la."«t year's 
(li-icoverie-j in the far North is destined to 
open a new and much more extensive tiehi 
fill the Dpciahiei iil miners. So, ill the end. 
what we may bisi; ihriiii;;'!! e. di inlii li 1 inn ul 
jiiipiilation on tlie l,ou(!r Kiver, vvill cer- 
tainly be made up to us airaiii by a corres- 
ponding increase in the tiuesnelle region, 
and an influx of btr,i. ger.-, upon the I'esertcd 
bais.
